The oriental 
demands male children, as many of 
them as he can produce. The editorial 
in question says: "So long as the 
oriental man is able to arrogate to 
himself the right to possess plural 
wives, just so long will polygamy pre- 
vail. But there is a -way out and one 
which is becoming broader and more 
easy to tread each year. The wife 
with foreign education Is a precious 
thing in China in the eyes of the re-- 
turned students, since she is one of 
a few women of his own race that 
realizes and understands his peculiar 
aspirations. She has it in her hands 
to be the one and only wife, and if 
the few cs;'ni|»!«'S that have cnme un- 
der the wrifor's notice are any crite- 
rion, she will exert that power to the 
Utmost."
